ALEXANDER HAMILTON

I T IS NOT particularly important 
that we are unsure of the exact 
date of his birth, that doubts 
have been expressed about his pa- 
ternity, or that, in effect, his death 
may have been suicidal. His place 
among the greatest of Americans 
is secure, and not a few historians 
classify him as a genius. It is not 
the purpose of this paper to discuss, 
prove or disprove any of these ques- 
tions; but three quotations are of- 
fered in support of the rare ability 
and outstanding accomplishments of 
Alexander Hamilton. 

A. Barton Hepburn says, “It was 
at this juncture that the genius of 
Alexander Hamilton came to the 
rescue. No man in history has shown 
more creative ability.'’^ The great 
French statesman, Talleyrand, is 
quoted as having said that “I con- 
sider Napoleon, Pitt and Hamilton 
as the three greatest men of our 
age, and if I had to choose between 
the three, I would unhesitatingly 
give the first place to Hamilton.”2 
Of particular interest to us is the 
following from Biographer Nathan 
Schachner: “He accomplished what 
he had set out to do — place the 
finances of the country on a sound, 
immovable basis, and lay the ground- 
work for a nation as against a loose 
confederation of states.’’^ 

Alexander Hamilton's earthly ca- 
reer of only 47^ years began, ac- 


cording to the best evidence avail- 
able, on Jan. 11, 1757; thus we are 
privileged this year to observe the 
bicentennial of that important event. 
That he was born on the Island of 
Nevis, one of the British West In- 
dies, is certain, as is the fact that, 
before he left for New York at the 
age of 15, he had shown remarkable 
financial ability and was possessed 
of a keenly analytical mind. His 
formal education on the islands had 
been meager, but by the time he had 
been in New York only four years 
he had completed a four-year college 
course at King's College (now Co- 
lumbia). 

A brief chronology of important 
mile-posts reveals his versatility and 
the fullness of his life. At the age 
of 19 he was appointed captain of a 
New York company of artillery (it 
had three cannons) which saw ac- 
tion during several engagements of 
the Revolution. At 20 he joined the 
staff of General Washington as an 
aide-de-camp, with a commission as 
lieutenant colonel, in which capacity 
he rendered four years of invaluable 
service. 

After leaving the army he studied 
law and was admitted to practice 
in 1782. In the same year, now 25 
years of age, he was elected to the 
Continental Congress, that ineffec- 
tual body which struggled to fight 
a war of independence and then.

Glenn B. Smedley, Chicago, 111., is a Governor of the American 
Numismatic Association and Chairman of the Edward Newell Visual 
Education Committee. He has written numerous articles on various 
subjects for The Numismatist. 
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under the Articles of Confederation, 
to govern the 13 sovereign states. 
Five years later he was one of the 
New York representatives to a con- 
vention in Annapolis which was the 
forerunner of the 1787 Constitutional 
Convention in Philadelphia. Hamil- 


ton took an active part in instigating 
both of these conventions and in 
drafting the resulting documents. 
He then wrote the greater part of 
The Federalist, a series of news- 
paper articles explaining and de- 
fending the Constitution. This he

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did in spite of the fact that that 
document fell so far short of his 
own concept that he privately called 
it a “frail and worthless fabric. 
These articles, and Hamilton’s lead- 
ership for ratification by New York 
State, were decisive in obtaining 
adoption of the Constitution and 
thereby the birth of the United 
States of America as a nation. 

Although he fought and worked 
for the independence of the colonies 
from the British government, and 
although he was never a man of 
wealth or property, Hamilton ad- 
mired the English system of gov- 
ernment with its concentration of 
power in the hands of the aristoc- 
racy. His disdain for the ability of 
the “people” to govern themselves 
was well known. He favored a 
strong central government and would, 
in fact, almost have preferred to 
abolish the individual state gov- 
ernments. 

Compatible with this attitude to- 
ward government, he was an ardent 
advocate of a central, federally con- 
trolled bank, patterned after the 
Bank of England. While still an 
aide-de-camp to General Washington 
in 1779, Hamilton urged the estab- 
lishment of “The Company of the 
Bank of the United States. Des- 
perate as was the need for financial 
aid to the revolutionary cause, noth- 
ing was done to implement this 
proposal. With his usual persever- 
ance, he again outlined his plans 
and reasoning for a national bank 
in a lengthy letter to James Duane, 
a member of Congress, in 1780. It 
was in this letter that he phrased 
one of his basic concepts of govern- 
ment: “Without certain revenues, a 
government can have no power. 
That power which holds the purse- 
strings absolutely, must rule.”^ Again 
nothing came of his cherished plan 
for a federal bank. 

The following year, on Feb. 20, 
1781, Congress elected Robert Morris 


its Superintendent of Finance. On 
April 30, just as he was leaving 
Washington’s staff, Hamilton wrote 
a congratulatory letter to Morris in 
which he again pressed for the 
establishment of a central bank.^ 
Although short of Hamilton’s speci- 
fications, particularly in not being 
closely allied with and controlled by 
the government, Morris submitted a 
plan to Congress on May 17, which 
resulted in the birth of “The Presi- 
dent, Directors, and Company of the 
Bank of North America.” Thus be- 
gan our banking business with the 
incorporation on Dec. 31, 1781, and 
the opening seven days later of the 
first incorporated bank in America. 
Although Robert Morris is consid- 
ered as the founder of the Bank of 
North America while Hamilton’s 
name was not directly connected 
with its formation, there is every 
reason to associate this first banking 
enterprise with Hamilton’s pleas for 
establishment of a bank. 

But the Bank of North America 
was in Philadelphia, and the mer- 
chants of New York and Boston 
derived very little direct good from 
it. Robert Livingston petitioned the 
New York legislature to charter a 
bank which was to be based on 
landed security. Hamilton, along 
with most of the infiuential mer- 
chants of New York, opposed any- 
thing but a “specie” bank and were 
able to defeat the proposed “land” 
bank’s application for a charter. 
Soon thereafter these merchants 
started a movement that resulted 
in formation of the Bank of New 
York, which opened for business on 
June 9, 1784, although the legisla- 
ture did not grant it a charter until 
nearly seven years later. Hamilton 
took an active part in forming the 
bank, being elected one of the origi- 
nal 12 directors, becoming a stock- 
holder (he owned only one and 
one-half shares at the time of incor- 
poration )8 and, most importantly.

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writing its constitution. After finally 
being incorporated on March 21, 
1791, its charter served for some 35 
years as a model for other banks 
chartered in the state. Progress was 
being made, and Hamilton was gain- 
ing experience, but still his vision 
of a national bank seemed far from 
becoming a reality when the new 
nation was launched with the ratifi- 
cation of the Constitution in 1788. 

The rules of the Bank of New 
York, as published in June of 1784, 
included the following tabled of 


entered upon a more difficult, com- 
plex and disheartening task than 
that which confronted the new Sec- 
retary. The fate of the new nation 
depended upon the establishment of 
a sound public credit, adequate rev- 
enues, and a national monetary and 
coinage system. Furthermore, Ham- 
ilton’s own reputation and political 
future depended upon successfully 
solving the pressing financial prob- 
lems. The needs for action were 
plainly evident, as was also the 
urgency, but there was very little

One of the greatest problems and 
deterrents to the success of the 
Confederation had been lack of a 
system of finance and revenues, a 
subject to which Hamilton had given 
much study and on which he had 
expressed his views frequently. Now 
he was given his chance for action 
when, at the age of only 32, he was 
appointed the first Secretary of the 
Treasury, taking office Sept. 11, 1789. 
It is doubtful that any man ever

precedent upon which to base that 
action. 

It must have seemed that Con- 
gress expected miracles from him 
when it asked, only 10 days after he 
took office, for his plan for establish- 
ing the public credit. Whatever his 
thoughts were, Hamilton started to 
work and in the incredibly short 
time of three and a half months had 
his report ready. Most important 
were his recommendations for taxes 
to increase the government’s reve- 
nue and for full assumption of the 
public debt, both domestic and for- 
eign. After bitter debate on the 
report, especially on his proposals 
regarding the debt, it was finally 
adopted on July 21st. The enabling 
act of Congress may be found in 
full as the first entry in Treasury 
Document No. 949, Laws of the 
United States Relating to Loans and 
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the Currency, Coinage and Banking, 
Government Printing Office, 1886. 

Incidentally, as a result of con- 
cessions made to several members 
of Congress to change their votes 
and thus secure passage of this 
measure, the capital of the United 
States was moved from New York 
to Philadelphia for a period of nine 
years, after which (in 1800) it was 
moved to its present location. Ob- 
viously, the members so influenced 
were from the states of Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia.i^^ 


tory of Prominent Banks in Europe 
and America, 1831. 

It is interesting to note that this 
elaborate report was concluded with 
an offer to the Bank of North Amer- 
ica that it consider fulfllling the 
requirements of the proposed bank 
by “ingrafting upon that institu- 
tion the characteristics which shall 
appear to the legislature necessary 
to the due extent and safety of a 
national bank." Apparently the of- 
ficers of “that institution" were con- 
tent to continue the Bank of North

First consideration had been given 
to the most urgent problem — the 
public credit and revenues — but 
Hamilton had not forgotten his long 
cherished plan for a government- 
controlled bank. He drafted a re- 
port on the subject and presented it 
to Congress on Dec. 13, 1790. His 
Bank of the United States was to be 
similar in many respects to the 
Bank of England, then in its 97th 
year of successful operation. The 
reports covered not only the de- 
tailed plan for the bank, but ex- 
plained at length the functions of 
such a bank, the need for it, and 
also refuted many of the charges 
then being made against banks in 
general. The entire report covers 43 
pages in Goddard’s A General His- 


America as a private business, for 
there is no record that they took 
any action on the proposal.12 

The charter granted to the Bank 
of the United States by Congress, 
and signed by President Washington 
on Feb. 25, 1791, was substantially 
in the form recommended by Ham- 
ilton. However, he found it neces- 
sary to present a powerful reply to 
the opposition of Jefferson and Ran- 
dolph (Secretary of State and At- 
torney-General, respectively) on the 
grounds that the Constitution did 
not authorize Congress to establish 
a bank.i3 So began the arguments, 
when the Constitution was only a 
couple of years old, between those 
who held for implied powers (Ham- 
ilton) versus strict interpretation

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(Jefferson) of that great document. 

Even while exerting himself to 
produce the first two Treasury De- 
partment reports to Congress, Ham- 
ilton must have been working on 
the third, for on Friday, Jan. 28, 
1791, his report on establishing a 
coinage system and a mint was 
given to the House of Representa-

tives. Like the other two reports, 
this one gave careful attention to 
all details — need for a coinage; pro- 
posed monetary unit; carefully cal- 
culated gold-silver ratio; alloy, 
weight, size denomination and de- 
signs of the coins; question of free

from Hamilton’s comprehensive re- 
port on establishing a mint, it 
should be noted that he had some 
background and help in this case. 
Robert Morris, as Superintendent of 
Finance under the the Confedera- 
tion, had reported to the Continen- 
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tal Congress on a coinage system on 
Jan. 15, 1782.15 Later the same year 
Thomas Jefferson wrote a memoran- 
dum on establishing a unit of money 
and a system of coinage.i^ These 


reports were referred to a commit- 
tee which rendered a belated report 
to the Continental Congress on May 
13, 1785,17 which was the basis for 
an act of Oct. 16, 1786, for establish-

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ing a mint. However, the provisions 
of the act were never implemented 
beyond the striking of a few copper 
coins now known as Fugio cents. 

Before submitting his report to 
Congress, Hamilton sent it to Jef- 
ferson for his comments, and must 
have been pleased to receive the 
latter’s concurrence.^^ Although 
there does not seem to have been 
great disagreement on the Secre- 
tary’s recommendation. Congress 
did not pass the coinage act until 
April 2, 1792, As finally adopted, 
the provisions were essentially the 
same as Hamilton had advised. 
While this was fiattering to the 
young Secretary of the Treasury, he 
was humiliated by the unexplained 
action of Congress in placing oper- 
ation of the mint under the Secre- 
tary of State. Only when Hamilton 
called attention to this irregularity 
in his resignation in January of 
1795 was the mint transferred to the 
Treasury Department.!^ 

Without going into the details of 
Hamilton’s report or the provisions 
of the resulting coinage act, it may 
be said that operation of our coin- 
age system has provided another 
evidence of the ability of its author. 
For the first time in history a legal 
ratio, bimetallic or double standard 
coinage, was put in operation with 


unlimited free coinage of both metals 
and with both having full legal 
tender powers.^o Even as Hamilton 
had foreseen, the ratio of market 
values of gold and silver has not 
remained constant. What he did 
not envision correctly was the effect 
of the changes, which has been the 
basic reason for changes in our 
coinage laws up to 1933, when coin- 
age of gold was stopped as an ex- 
pedient which not even Alexander 
Hamilton could have foreseen. 

Incomplete though the foregoing 
account of Hamilton’s achievements 
may be, it should serve to remind 
us, during this bicentennial year of 
1957, of the debt which we owe him. 
Perhaps it helps to explain why A. 
Barton Hepburn, in 1903, dedicated 
his invaluable History of Coinage 
and Currency in the United States 
to “the Memory of Alexander Ham- 
ilton, Patriot, Soldier, Financier, 
Statesman, Creative Genius. In the 
dawn of our national life, without 
guiding precedent, he evolved prin- 
ciples and developed systems of in- 
estimable and lasting value to his 
countrymen.’’ What achievements 
might his later life have produced — 
if his career had not been termi- 
nated by a bullet from a dueling 
pistol on the very day he was 47 V 2 
years old!

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ARE GOLD COINS LEGAL TENDER?

An opinion by District Judge Hal- 
bert in the U. S. District Court at 
Sacramento, Calif, on July 26, 1956 
held that it is illegal for an individ- 
ual to counterfeit gold coins of the 
United States and also touched on 
the question as to whether or not 
gold coins are legal tender today. 
The case was that of the United 
States of America v, John Martin 
Mock. The defendant had asked 
for a dismissal of the indictment. 

Mock was charged in a two count 
indictment with violations of Title 
18 United States Code, Section 485, 
i.e.y falsely making, forging and 
counterfeiting two double eagles 
and possession of the coins with in- 
tent to defraud persons unknown. 
The defendant urged that there 
could be no violation since gold 
coins are no longer minted by the 
United States; gold coins have been 
withdrawn from circulation; and 
gold coins are no longer legal 
tender or in use in the United States 
as money. 

Judge Halbert, in his opinion, 
said that no distinction would be 
made between the two counts of 
the indictment since that if one 
count charges an offense, so does 
the other. “The sole question to be 
determined ... is whether the mak- 
ing, forging or counterfeiting of a 
gold coin in resemblance or simili- 
tude of a twenty dollar gold coin 
formerly minted by the United 
States is now in fact a criminal 
offense within the meaning of Sec- 
tion 485 of Title 18, United States 
Code. 

“No case dealing with the pre- 
cise question involved in this case 
has been cited, and none has been 
found. It would, therefore, appear 
that this is a case of first recorded 
impression . . . There are two com- 
plete answers to the argument ad- 
vanced by the defendant in support 
of his motion. The first answer is 
that the defendant has based his 
argument on a false premise, and 


the second answer is found in the 
language of the statute itself . . . 

“The indictment in this case 
clearly charges a violation of the 
first alternative set forth in the 
first paragraph of the statute. This 
alternative provides that anyone is 
guilty of a public offense if he 
'falsely makes, forges, or counter- 
feits any coin or bars in resem- 
blance or similitude of the gold or 
silver coins or bars coined or 
stamped at the mints and assay 
offices of the United States/ (Em- 
phasis inserted by the Court.) It 
is not apparent how language could 
be any more clear, concise and de- 
finite than this language is.*' 

Saying that the Gold Reserve 
Act of 1934 did provide that no gold 
coin should be struck after Janu- 
ary 30, 1934, and also that gold coin 
was thereby withdrawn from circu- 
lation, Judge Halbert continued “but 
this Act did not by legislative fiat 
obliterate all of the gold coins of 
the United States. The fact is that 
the right to own, possess and trade 
in gold coins under certain limited 
conditions has been carefully pre- 
served and recognized at all times. 
This then shows the false premise 
on which the defendant seeks to 
base his argument in support of his 
motion. Even though gold coins 
are no longer minted, and have 
been withdrawn from circulation, 
there is, in the opinion of the Court, 
a very real doubt that they are no 
longer legal tender. Certainly gold 
coins of the United States can, 
under proper conditions, be owned 
and used in the United States, and 
further. Section 485, of Title 18 
United States Code, does not, as the 
defendant suggests, require that the 
coins in question shall be used as 
money. It is admittedly an anoma- 
lous situation, but it would appear 
to this Court that in the final 
analysis, gold coin of the United 
States is still in fact legal tender, 
but its use as such is presently 
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prohibited. It is a fact, however, 
that the possession and use of gold 
coin in the manner now authorized 
by law is not in any sense of the 
word prohibited by statute, or other- 
wise. Under these conditions, de- 
fendant’s argument, so far as it is 
based on the false premise that gold 
coin is no longer in use in the 
United States, is without merit.” 

After determining that there is 
nothing in the statutes “which re- 
quires or even suggests that coins 
alleged to have been made, forged 
and counterfeited be ‘current in the 
United States,’ or that such coins 
be ‘in actual use and circulation as 
money within the United States,’ ” 
Judge Halbert stated that the 


statute “does in fact now make it 
an offense to make, forge and coun- 
terfeit gold coins of the United 
States.” With the thought that, “in 
its final analysis, what defendant 
is urging this Court to do is to 
judicially legislate by striking from 
the statute certain words now in the 
statute and having a plain and com- 
mon meaning understood by all” 
and concluding that such action by 
the court would be unconstitutional. 
Judge Halbert denied the motion 
to dismiss the indictment.

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How to 

APPRAISE COINS FOR AN ESTATE

S OONER or later you are going 
to be asked to appraise coins 
that are part of an estate. 
While the serious numismatist may 
be entirely capable of appraising 
coins, he may hesitate to do so. 
There are many factors which enter 
into all appraisals since estate ap- 
praisals remain a matter of both 
court and public record long after 
the appraiser is gone. 

Each estate must be handled ac- 
cording to the laws of the state in 
which the will is probated and no 
two estates are alike. Each estate 
will have different kinds and 
amounts of assets to be appraised 
and each will has individual instruc- 
tions concerning the disposition of 
the property of the testator. Differ- 
ent tax considerations are met both 
at state and federal levels; matters 
are more complex where no wills 
were made. The attorney and the 
executor are well-versed in apprais- 
ing methods and disposing of assets 
such as real estate, securities, jew- 
elry, furniture and other items of 
personal property, but unfortu- 
nately, few attorneys or executors 
know what to do with coins left by 
the decedent. Their only logical re- 
course is to approach someone 
known to be a coin collector. I have 
appraised several small collections 
and accumulations when asked to 
do so. Because of the limited ma- 
terial concerning this phase, I am 
writing this article as a guide to 
you who may also be called on to 
appraise estates. 

At this point let us ignore large 
collections containing items of great 
value which comprise a major part 
of the estate. Such collections should 
be dealt with by professional numis- 


matists or highly trained amateurs 
who have the knowledge and the 
means of disposing of them without 
loss to the estate. If you are ap- 
proached to appraise a collection of 
this kind or one which contains 
coins unfamiliar to you, decline. The 
liabilities and the tremendous re- 
sponsibility to an average collector 
are too great and are worth neither 
the fee nor the worry. Also there is 
a possibility of creating ill-will 
among the heirs. 

Assuming the estate is not large 
and the collection is average, ex- 
plain to the executor or attorney 
how coins are valued and that the 
price they bring depends on scarcity, 
condition and demand. Separate the 
coins into domestic and foreign, 
then make further breakdowns as 
to type, date, mint and condition and 
number of each. Prepare a duplicate 
list at once and tender one copy to 
the executor or attorney as a receipt 
for the coins received for appraisal. 
This is not only common courtesy 
but it is also a safeguard for you 
in case an heir wants to know what 
happened to Uncle John's gold 
pieces. Uncle John may never have 
had any gold or he may have sold 
it or have turned it in during the 
thirties. This way the person in 
charge of the estate will see and 
know what is in the collection. The 
list will be a type of receipt to show 
what coins you were given to ap- 
praise. Never rely on memory, yours 
or his, for the number and identity 
of coins. 

If the executor wishes to be 
present during the actual appraising 
of each coin, he will get a thorough 
idea of the precision required to 
appraise a collection. Possibly he

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will not want to be bothered and 
will leave the coins with you to 
value. Ascertain the probable sale 
value of each coin — not from the 
top price quoted in standard coin 
books but from what you, as a 
numismatist, think each coin could 
be sold for. If your appraisal is too 
high, a loss may have to be written 
off the books of the estate when 
they are sold. Too low an appraisal 
may result in a gain when the coins 
are sold and then it may be neces- 
sary to file amended tax returns. 
Many times appraisers mistakenly 
think they are doing the estate a 
favor by undervaluation of assets. 
This is not true and it can create 
some very complicated legal and 
accounting problems. 

Nearly every collection contains 
some choice and desirable coins 
which can be sold readily and con- 
versely nearly every collection con- 
tains quite a few ordinary coins and 
a few '‘dogs.” It is your duty to im- 
press upon those handling the estate 
not to sell the coins individually but 
as a lot since in that way the en- 
tire group can be disposed of at 
one sale and it will be possible to 
obtain a reasonable value for the 
commoner coins as well as the 
choice ones. Remember, a collection 
which has had the choice coins sold 
separately is just as salable as a 
cake with the frosting licked off. 
People will flock to an executor to 
see if they can buy a certain coin — 
usually gold — ^but they don’t want 
the entire collection. They may even 
offer more than you have appraised 
the coin for as a part of the group 
but warn the executor to hold out 
for some purchaser who will take 
them all off his hands at once. He 
will usually listen to you but if he 
doesn’t and gets left with a lot of 
common coins, he was warned, so 
let him dispose of them as best he 
can. 

Should the executor ask you about 
a source of disposal of the coins 
and you know of a reputable dealer 
or collector who would be willing to 
purchase the entire collection for 
cash, suggest his name but under 
no circumstances should you at- 
tempt to negotiate the sale yourself. 
If you do not know of a trustworthy 


purchaser, do not suggest anyone. 
Your only job is to appraise the 
coins and the executor is the person 
who must dispose of them. You are 
not a salesman nor a middleman; 
you are an appraiser. 

The court and/or the executor 
usually set the fees paid to the ap- 
praisers of an estate. The size of 
the collection and the work involved 
will undoubtedly determine your 
fee. You are entitled to remunera- 
tion for services rendered just as 
much as the person who appraises 
the real estate and other property, 
so accept it. There will be times 
when the amount of time spent on 
a coin appraisal will be greater than 
that spent by the appraisers of the 
balance of the estate. Also, don’t 
forget the time and money you have 
invested in your hobby which has 
given you the necessary knowledge 
to appraise the collection. 

An excellent rule to follow when 
making appraisals is ‘‘Never pur- 
chase any of the coins yourself.” 
To do so is to invite criticism and 
the suspicion that you have under- 
valued the collection for your own 
gain. Also do not accept coins from 
the collection either as a gift or as 
a part of your fee. Those coins, 
until they are disposed of by the 
executor in a manner meeting court 
approval, are a part of an estate and 
it is not only unethical but it is 
illegal, whether or not anyone ques- 
tions it. I realize how hard it is to 
follow this rule and it is hard not to 
refrain from purchasing a coin, 
especially when it may be one you 
have been waiting to find for years, 
but remember when you are an ap- 
praiser, you are outside looking in. 
Should you want to buy coins from 
an estate, don’t appraise them; let 
someone else do it and purchase 
the collection from the executor. 

Sometimes the will directs that 
“My coin collection is hereby given 
to Cousin Willie.” Even so, the coins 
must still be appraised, since every 
asset in every estate must be ap- 
praised to determine value for tax 
purposes. Moreover, “Cousin Willie” 
is receiving articles of value just 
as much as if he were bequeathed 
the amount of money the coins 
would bring if sold. Do not vary 
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from exact valuation even though 
the coins will pass to a beneficiary. 
The value is still there and it must 
be reported correctly. In case you 
are lucky enough to be ‘‘Cousin 
Willie/* you must refuse to appraise 
the coins since by law the appraiser 
must be a “disinterested person.** 

There is an old saying that “No- 
body ever throws away a coin** and 
it is never truer nor more apparent 
than to the numismatist who con- 
ducts an appraisal. You will be 
amazed at what people save and 
appalled at how they save it. Few 
know how to take care of coins. 
Most people carefully place them 
in a leather purse and let time and 
verdigris do its damage or drop the 
coins in tin boxes. A number of 
people have heard that commemo- 
rative coins are valuable so they 
acquire a few, throw them in the 
box or leather purse and forget 
them. When the time comes to ap- 
praise those coins they are so tar- 
nished and scratched that you don*t 
have any idea what they can bring 
above face value. 

Then there is the discontinued 
coin saver who lives and dies fondly 
believing that a half dime with a 
barely discernible date is worth a 
fortune because it is over a hundred 
years old and the government 
doesn*t make them anymore. This 


type of hoarder also saves minor 
foreign coins, mostly in poor con- 
dition. When you run across these 
in an appraisal all you can do is 
fix as fair a price on them as a lot 
as possible since they are sold by 
weight. 

In some states appraisers must 
be selected by court order; in others 
they may be selected by the exec- 
utor. However they are chosen in 
your state they must have the fol- 
lowing qualifications: They must be 
qualified to appraise the articles and 
be disinterested persons of good 
repute. 

There is a moral responsibility in 
connection with appraising coins. 
You, as a numismatist, are sup- 
posed to be a qualified judge of the 
value of coins. You are acting for 
a person no longer living and you 
may be the only numismatist the 
executor may ever know. So the 
prestige of numismatics is your 
responsibility; do nothing to cast 
refiection on it. Do not belittle either 
the coins or the person who gath- 
ered them together; remember he 
thought they were valuable or he 
wouldn’t have saved them. Appraise 
each coin as you will want yours to 
be appraised when the time comes 
when it is your estate and your col- 
lection which is being scrutinized by 
a stranger. 


The emitting of paper money by the authority of Government is wisely 
prohibited to the individual States by the national constitution; and the spirit 
of that prohibition ought not to be disregarded by the Government of the 
United States. Though paper emissions, under a general authority, might 
have some advantages not applicable, and be free from some disadvantages 
which are applicable, to the like emissions by the States, separately, yet they 
are of a nature so liable to abuse — and, it may even be affirmed, so certain 
of being abused — that the wisdom of the Government, will be shown in never 
trusting itself with the use of so seducing and dangerous an expedient. In 
times of tranquillity, it might have no ill consequence; it might even perhaps 
be managed in a way to be productive of good: but in great and trying emer- 
gencies, there is almost a moral certainty of its becoming mischievous. The 
stamping of paper is an operation so much easier than the laying of taxes, 
that a Government, in the practice of paper emissions, would rarely fail, in 
any such emergency, to indulge itself too far in the employment of that 
resource, to avoid as much as possible one less auspicious to present popularity. 
If it should not even be carried so far as to be rendered an absolute bubble, it 
would at least be likely to be extended to a degree which would occasion an 
inflated and artificial state of things, incompatible with the regular and 
prosperous course of the political economy. (Report of Alexander Hamilton, 
Secretary of the Treasury, to the House of Representatives, December 13, 
1790, on the subject of establishing a National Bank.)

The large bronze from Augustus to Commodus supplies us with a magnifi- 
cent series of imperial portraits, but from Septimius Severus onwards there 
is a rapid deterioration both in art and workmanship. From the reign of Cara- 
calla to that of Diocletian the utmost disorder prevailed in the coinage, each 
successive emperor debasing it more and more, until the so-called silver 
denarius became merely a copper coin washed with tin. In 296 A. D. Diocletian 
entirely reformed the currency, which was again modified by Constantine, who 
reduced the weight of the aureus from 60 to 72 to the pound. The new gold 
piece was henceforth known as the solidus, and it maintained its full weight 
and purity of metal as long as the empire lasted. This coin received in western 
Europe the name of bezant or byzant, from Byzantium or Constantinople, the 
capital of the eastern empire. The type of the coins of the Christian emperors 
retained for a time their pagan character, though little by little Christian sym- 
bolism crept in, until at length all pagan influence disappeared, and figures of 
Christ and the Virgin took the place of the allegorical representations of pagan 
times. The Latin language in the inscriptions on Byzantine coins continued to 
be used until the latter part of the eleventh century, when it was finally dis- 
placed by the Greek. (B.V. Head in Chambers’s Encyclopedia, 1891).

JOHN J. TAUTKUS, A.N.A. No. 13888 

John J. Tautkus, 49, of 32 Ashcroft Rd., New London, Conn., a 
retired chief boatswain’s mate of the U. S. Coast Guard with 25 years 
of service, died Dec. 7, 1956 at the U. S. Coast Guard Academy Infirmary 
at New London.

1794. NC-5. Obverse 19, cracked as 
on S-44. Rev. T, injured as in S-45. 
Unique as of August 1956; condition 
census 2-0. Discovered by John Pawl- 
ing. This piece strikingly confirms 
Sheldon’s order of emission for 1794s. 
No previous cataloger had juxtaposed 
the varieties numbered 44 and 45 by 
Sheldon. (Maris 21 and 34, Frossard 
13-1 and 20B-1, Proskey 21 and 34, 
Doughty 42 and 54, Hays 33 and 47, 
Chapman 36 and 33.) 

1794. S-48. The famous Starred 

variety. This piece has smaller letters 
on reverse than does any other die of 
the year. The R is tailed as on Revs. 
H and FF (not BB), but it is from a 
different punch. The stars were put 
into the border first, and the engraver, 
evidently dissatisfied, thereafter cut 
the heavy serrations into the border 
and sent the result to Eckfeldt for 
hardening and preparing for the press, 
as was routine with all regular dies. 
Reverse, on the Warfield coin buckled 
across, from second T in STATES 
through ON, EN, RI. 

1794. S-50. This is the famous Maris 
48 which was overlooked by Frossard 
and Hays. Frossard’s monograph, page 
13, describes what we would call S-49 
(Hays 7) and illustrates a clearly 
recognizable specimen of what we 
would call S-50 (Hays 57, Maris 48); 
evidently he did not see that they had 
different obverse dies. The designation 
“Hays 57” comes from the Gilbert- 
Elder edition of Hays, 1910. This 
variety, S-50, is known with a crack 
from crosslet of 4 to bust point and 
pole; only one so far seen with the 
crack. 

1795. S-73. Hyphen variety, discov- 
ered by S. S. Crosby (the discovery 
example appeared in the Haseltine 
sale of Crosby’s collection, 1883, and 
it is a mystery why Doughty did not 
mention it). The very rare crack from 
top of Y through field down past face 
to pole, on at least one example lately 
discovered, becomes very heavy, ac- 
counting for the early discard of this 


die. Not more than four reported with 
this crack in any condition. 

1795. S-75. One specimen in the 
Mint collection, MS-65, is carefully 
overstruck on a Talbot, Allum & Lee 
token; this underweight planchet 
(147 grains) was not sent through the 
machine which ordinarily lettered the 
edges of cent planchets. This highly 
unusual example is from the earliest 
state of the dies known, and possibly 
was intended as a sort of trial piece, 
like the thin copper strikes of silver 
dollars and half dollai’s occasionally 
found in mint sacks. On the last state 
encountered of Rev. B, die sinking 
obliterates the first A in AMERICA. 

1795. S-76a. Mr. Smith has a thick- 
fian example with plain edge; appar- 
ently it just slipped past the edge 
lettering machine. Reports of this 
sort of thing have recurred since 
1863; undoubtedly a careless error like 
the plain edged 1793s and 1794s oc- 
casionally seen. 

1795. S-76b. The final state shows 
a rim break obliterating tops of ED 
and another obliterating practically 
all of RICA. Only one seen so. 

1795. S-78. Many of the best of these 
come on planchets showing pit marks, 
evidently as made; the pit marks are 
always more serious on obverse and 
occur even on mint red coins. Reverse 
often shows N in UNITED weak or 
effaced. Many freak (off center or 
double struck) examples are known of 
this and S-77. 

1795. S-79. The reverse illustrated 
on the plate is not correct; it shows 
1796 Rev. S where it should show 1796 
Rev. U. The text description is cor- 
rect. This variety is just barely col- 
lectible, three being in collectors’ 
hands in addition to the holed brock- 
age in the Ruby collection. There is 
considerable reason to think this 
variety a pattern or experimental 
piece; for the reasoning, see the 1952 
A.N.A. convention sale, notes under 
lot 1712A.

In Congress 

A bill (H. R. 2546) “to provide the 
United States with a gold standard 
and redeemable currency, and to cor- 
rect other defects in the monetary 
system of the United States” was in- 
troduced January 10 by Congressman 
Hale. Among other things it calls for 
the free coinage of gold with the 
smallest denomination gold coin to 
be $10.00. 

Representative Sadlak has offered 
H. R. 448 concerning the repeal of 
certain silver legislation. 

The bill creating an award to be 
known as the Medal of Distinguished 
Civilian Achievement has been re-in- 
troduced into this session of Congress. 
Its number is H. R. 488 and its spon- 
sor is Representative Thompson of 
New Jersey. 

Representative Reed has presented 
H. R. 1217 to the current session “lo 
restore the right of American citizens 
to freely own gold and gold coins; to 
return control over the public purse 
to the people; to restrain further de- 
terioration of our currency; to enable 
holders of paper money to redeem it 
in gold coin on demand; to establish 
and maintain a domestic gold coin 
standard; and for other purposes.” 

All of these bills have been referred 
to the committee on Banking and 
Currency of the House of Represent- 
atives. 

Franklin Issue Correction 

On page 1407 of the December, 1956, 
Numismatist, the designer of the fif- 
tieth anniversary A.N.A. medal should 
have been given as Howard A. David- 
son (not Davis) of Philadelphia, Pa. 
In recognition of his work, he was 
given a silver proof of the medal.

Rare Ormsby Book 
Being Reprinted 

The Essay-Proof Journal in its Jan- 
uary, 1957, number begins the serial 
reprinting of the important and rare 
Bank Note Engraving, written by W. 
L. Ormsby and published in 1852. 
Plates and other illustrations are be- 
ing reproduced, with the reprinting 
scheduled to be completed in eight 
issues of the magazine. Ormsby, a 
nineteenth century engraver, invented 
several mechanical devices having to 
do with his profession. He established 
the New York Bank Note Co. in 1842 
and became an employee of the Conti- 
nental Bank Note Co. shortly after 
its founding in 1863. His interest in 
preventing counterfeiting and his de- 
sire to promote his own views for im- 
proving the bank notes of his day led 
him to write this book, wherein he 
describes the methods of designing 
and producing bank notes. American 
paper money collectors will be par- 
ticularly interested. The Journal, “de- 
voted to the historical background of 
stamps and paper money,” is the offi- 
cial publication of the Essay-Proof 
Society and is issued quarterly. Single 
copies are $1.50; annual subscription 
$5.00.

Pontifical Coin Collection 

The Pontifical coin and medal col- 
lection, with the addition of medals 
received during His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII’s birthday celebration last 
year, has become one of the finest 
in the world. The 150-year old collec- 
tion contains about 120,000 pieces. 
There was a world-famed collection 
before the Napoleonic era, but French 
troops invading Rome destroyed it. 
Pope Pius IX and his successors have 
raised the collection to its former 
eminence. 

In 1956, for example, 1,084 new coins 
were acquired. Among these was a 
gold coin of Pope Nicolas V bearing 
the coat-of-arms of Cardinal Bessari- 
one, cardinal legate to Bologna. Only 
one other of its kind exists. There 
was also a gold medal of Pope Alex- 
ander VII, one of Pope Leo XII and 
an extremely rare coin from the pon- 
tificate of Pope Pius IX. Equally rare 
were the ducat of Pope Julius II and 
a scudo of the reign of Urban VIII. 
In the same acquisition were 600 sil- 
ver coins of the Roman republic dat- 
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ing back to the first century before 
Christ. 

Pope Pius XII received many pieces 
on the occasion of his 80th birthday 
which he gave to the collection. The 
pieces include a gold medal offered 
by Ethiopia, a series of gold coins from 
the principality of Monaco, and 131 
silver coins of the Roman Empire.

Phony Canadian Dot Cent 
Dear Sir: 

Recently I was offered a coin said 
to be a Canadian 1936 dot cent. Cas- 
ual examination would suggest that 
here indeed was one of the rarest of 
Canadian coins! However with the aid 
of a microscope I noticed two features 
of the coin which cast doubt on its be- 
ing genuine. One was a gouge beside 
the dot which, although invisible to 
the naked eye, was quite evident un- 
der a high-powered microscope. The 
other was that on measurement the 
raised dot seemed to me to be just a 
shade off the position shown by en- 
larged photographs of genuine dot 
coins. It brings to mind the other case 
of a rare dot coin which turned up 
several months ago and was subse- 
quently found to be a phony (appar- 
ently deliberately altered with the aid 
of certain instruments). It would seem 
therefore that a warning should be 
conveyed to your readers to be on 
their guard when offered Canadian 
1936 dot cents or dimes.

Unwanted Face Removed 
Dear Sir: 

While on a recent visit to Canada, 
I noticed that what is called locally 
“the devil in the queen’s hair’’ has 
been removed from the Canadian dol- 
lar bill. On the old type bill, in the 
region behind the ear, a face can be 
made out in the curls of the hair. 
Two eyes, a mouth and a beaklike 
nose are easily visible. On the new 
bills, the beak has been removed, the 
other features softened. A face is 
hard to see unless one has seen the 
old style note. No one seems to know 
of any official announcement of the 
change, although there may have been 
one. From what little money I got 
my hands on, I found the highest 
plate number of the old type to be 36 
and its serial number RA 844530; of 
the new type, the lowest plate number 
was 41 and its serial number TA 
4338387. I did not notice any change 
in other denominations.

The hazard of stealing art objects 
was pointed up recently when three 
youths tried to sell seven stolen Span- 
ish and English coins to Glenn Wig- 
gins of the American Stamp & Coin 
Co. in Omaha, Neb.

The coins were re- 
turned to their owner, Dr. J. Hewitt 
Judd, who had placed them on exhi- 
bition in the museum. 

Huguenot Medal

I would greatly appreciate any help 
you may be able to give me on a 
medal which I own. I have contacted 
quite a few people but received no 
help. The piece is a Huguenot coin 
struck by Pope Gregory XIII in 1572 
following the Massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew in France. I believe it is 
made of pewter. Size is about that of 
a U. S. silver dollar. It has a profile 
of Gregory on one side and on the 
other an angel with upraised cross in 
left hand and sword in right hand 
striking down the Huguenots. I would 
welcome any information as to the 
value of this medal.

However, to estab- 
lish the number heights of the Bum- 
steads to some degree for sure, can 
report that I have one numbered 1536, 
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the highest Bumstead number I’ve 
seen.

Price Trends 
Dear Mr. Bradfield: 

May I as a collector of coins since 
1932 and an A.N.A. member since 1940 
make some personal observations and 
comments on the recent and timely 
article “Price Trends” by Paul S. 
Becker on pages 21 to 23 of the Janu- 
ary, 1957, Numismatist? Mr. Becker’s 
article shows a keen sense of shrewd- 
ness and in my humble opinion his 
words echo a mighty wise and ac- 
curate future picture of the present 
unreasonable, inflated mess in proof 
set prices, 1936 to present dates. I 
agree 98% with Mr. Becker, namely: 
(1) All 1936 to 1956 (except 1955) 
proof prices are ridiculous and un- 
reasonably high, especially 1936, and 


their present day prices are greatly 
out of proportion to that of previous 
issues that are twice to flve times 
as scarce; (2) The so-called speculator 
without doubt is the main cause of 
these crazy sky-high prices and it’s 
time for a halt before all coins values 
are wrecked; (3) Mr. Becker dra- 
matically shows his keen wisdom by 
stating firmly that the 1955 proof set 
is worth more than sets from the two 
previous years and prices will reflect 
its worth in the near future because 
the 1955 set is in a class by itself due 
to the scarcity of every mint issue in 
. each of several denominations, flve 
cent pieces, dimes and half dollars. 
In my opinion the 1955 proof set 
should command a higher premium 
than those of 1941, 1951, 1952, 1953, 
1954 and eventually might do just 
that. 

Mr. Becker concludes by saying 
that he believes that rather than cur- 
rent proof set prices declining, the 
earlier proofs before 1936 will move 
drastically upward as they rightfully 
deserve if 1936 sets remain at their 
present high peak. I believe all proof 
sets prior to 1936 are scarcer and 
worth more than the 1936 but it will 
be wiser and much better for collec- 
tors to put a more reasonable and 
down-to-earth price tag on the 1936 
and regulate all later issues below 
that figure instead of raising earlier 
proof set prices above it. A price 
tag of approximately 355.00 for 1936 
proof sets, in my opinion, is generous 
indeed; they are honestly not worth 
more in comparison to earlier proofs 
of say 1897 to 1912 which are at least 
twice as scarce as the 1936 but sell 
for less than $125.00 each Undoubt- 
edly speculators and hoarders of the 
1936 will scream but an adjustment 
will benefit present and future col- 
lectors in the long run. You and I 
take pride in our collections and do 
not seek sudden riches. Profits, yes, 
but not a sudden killing with no 
thought of other collectors or other 
coin values. The coin world can stand 
the elimination of such practices, and 
the sooner the better.

AFRICAN BEAD MONEY 
African Series No. 8 
Illustrated here are ancient Egyp- 
tian and currency beads imported into 
Africa from Europe. When the early 
European traders learned that the 


trade beads of many colors, compo- 
sitions, shapes, and sizes. The extent 
of the use of beads as currency is 
indicated by the fact that when Stan- 
ley prepared to leave Dr. Livingston, 
he turned over to the latter 16 sacks 



natives greatly treasured the old 
beads which they dug up from ruins, 
they imported cheap imitations of 
these beads from Europe to use in 
the native trade. These beads were 
soon standard stock for all white 
traders who desired to purchase 
slaves and ivory from the natives. 
Stanley, in a diary which he kept 
during his historic search for Liv- 
ingston, mentions the many days of 
labor consumed in stringing the beads 
to trade with the natives. 

There were over 400 varieties of 


of assorted beads weighing 992 
pounds. 

During the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury boy slaves under 10 could be 
purchased for four cloths or 50 neck- 
laces of white porcelain beads, and 
in 1850 only 10 necklaces of cheap 
white beads would buy a cow. As the 
volume of the beads increased, their 
purchasing powers became corre- 
spondingly smaller. The natives used 
the beads obtained in trade for orna- 
ment as well as for currency. (Illus- 
trations are reduced size.)

Although it has been claimed that 
these pieces are Civil War tokens, 
undoubtedly they were issued about 
1870.

The 
reverse dies were used on several 
pieces of Schutzen Park of Baltimore, 
Md. All efforts to locate a reference 
to ‘THE CLUB’ or ‘E L’ have proved 
futile.

The Baltimore directories first list 
J. H. Kittingham as a saloonkeeper 
at 39 S. Paca St. in 1879. In 1880 his 
address was 7 S. Liberty St. where he 
remained until 1883, when he moved 
to 12 McCellan St. He went out of 
business after 1886. The die work of 
this piece is typically Dorman, and 
due to the particular Liberty head 
used, presumably was struck in the 
early eighties. 

The exact use of this type check is 
in dispute. In discussing the matter 
with an old time inn keeper, he stated 
that these checks were used in a 
manner similar to that of saucers in 
French cafes. Different size saucers 
were used for different priced drinks; 
they were stacked before the patron 
as an indication of what he has con- 
sumed and owes. The inn keeper feels 
that these were used in a similar 
manner to indicate the amount con- 
sumed and spent — if not enough to- 
kens were present the patron was 
“rushed.” Collection of tokens was 
done by waiters as the customer left 
the premises. Their use as advertising 
also seems probable.

Plank road is often a reference to 
early transportation systems, however, 
as in the case of some Wisconsin Civil 
War tokens, plank road merely re- 
ferred to an address. Whether this 
piece served as an identification tag 
for a transportation system (a metal 
ticket) or as a “dog tag” is open to 
question.

PEOPLE TO PEOPLE PROGRAM 


A numismatic committee has been 
formed to aid in the work of the 
People to People Program which 
was organized by Pres. Eisenhower 
to encourage Americans to develop 
contacts with peoples of other lands 
as a means of promoting under- 
standing, peace and progress. Ver- 
non L. Brown, Curator of the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Association and of 
the Chase Manhattan Bank Money 
Museum, is chairman. Other com- 
mittee members are Lewis M. Rea- 
gan, General Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Association, co- 
chairman; Capt. O. H. Dodson, USN, 
First Vice President, American Nu- 
mismatic Association; Sawyer McA. 
Mosser, Secretary, American Numis- 
matic Society; Michael Pollock, 
President of the Cooper-Bessemer 
International Corporation, New York 
City. 

Pres. Eisenhower held a White 
House conference in September, 
1956, with a group of 150 men and 
women in various fields of business, 
industry, religion, civic and fraternal 
organizations, to enlist their sup- 
port in this important task. In ad- 
dressing the group he said: “The 
purpose of this meeting is the most 
worthwhile purpose there is in the 
world today: to help build the road 
to peace, to help build the road to 
an enduring peace.” 

In his letter of invitation. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had said: “. . . If 
our American ideology is eventually 
to win out in the great struggle be- 
ing waged between opposing ways 
of life, it must have the active sup- 


port of thousands of independent 
private groups and institutions and 
millions of individual Americans act- 
ing through person-to-person com- 
munication in foreign lands.” 

“Every American who goes abroad, 
whether in an official capacity or as 
a visitor, can do much to help create 
a feeling of understanding and unity 
between nations. If you have read 
Capt. Dodson’s article in The Numis- 
matist on his activities while sta- 
tioned in Greece, you will agree that 
he had a marvelous experience in 
learning the customs and culture of 
the Greek people. In exchange, he 
no doubt left with the people he met 
a lasting impression of the Ameri- 
can way of life,” said Mr. Brown. 
“Numismatics, by nature, is inter- 
national in scope and collectors in 
their contacts with others at meet- 
ings, conventions, and by corre- 
spondence can materially aid in 
promoting peace and understanding 
throughout the world.” 

The People to People Program 
was endorsed by those attending the 
White House conference and com- 
mittees have been formed in practi- 
cally every type of enterprise to 
work towards its successful comple- 
tion. A resolution requesting sup- 
port is being sent to organizations 
throughout the country, including 
numismatic clubs. It is the desire of 
the numismatic committee that all 
clubs will endorse this resolution. 
These resolutions will eventually be 
published and transmitted to the 
President of the United States.
